Bishop Haid Arrives in haleigh—What Ile 
lias to Say. 

RALEIGH, N. C., May 15.—'Spectal.}— 
Bishop Leo Haid, of this Roman Catholic 
diocese, has arrived here. Rev. Father Gross, 
of Charlotte, arrived today. Bishop Haid has 
appointed him to the church of the Sacred 
lieart here, to succeed LB vie, who is in jail, 
charged with the capital crime of rape upon 
Miss Whitaker. Boyle's crime ex-communi- 
cated him and puts him entirely outside the 
pate of the church. Bishop Haid will, of 
course, not visit or have anything to do with

Lateron Monday, Young made oath before 
the state solicitor that he had not carried that 
message to Miss Whitaker, while the testi- 
mony of Miss Upchurch, a young woman who 
was with Miss Whitaker, decorating the altar 
of the church when the messenger came for 
the latter, isthat Young did say that Boyle 
had a letter for her. The state will make an 
important uce of this, as also of the discoveries 
of persons who heard Miss Whitaker’s screams 
and struggles, while she was attempting to 
resist Boyle. Miss Whitaker says that Boyle 

SEIZED HER BY THE WRISTS, 
and pulled her into his room. is bruised 
on the shoulders and back, and her arms show 
the rude grasp of hands. Boyle smokes a 
great deal in jail. He has very little to say, 
and has had no visitors save his attorneys. 

it was learned today that Boyle, who did not 
belong to this diocese, applied to Bishop Haid 
for assignment here, and backed up his appli- 
cation with recommendations from leading 
Catholics here.

He 
says that he did not know that Boyle drank 
util de received a letter from members of the 
church here so stating.

The chure 
will uphold the law, said he, and he remarked 
that it was absurd to suppose that any Catho- 
lic would for a moment defend or palliate such 
an infamous crime. 
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SALOON RESTRICTION, 
The License Court of Philadelphia Makes its 
Report. 
PHILADELPHIA, May 15.-—-The license ceurt 
finished its work today by handing down de- 
cisionsin the cases of applicants for liquor 
licenses in the last Seven of the thirty-three 
wards. In these seven wards 2U1 licenses are 
granted out of 634 applicants. In the city 
complete licenses are pranted for1,203 saloons. 
Last year 1,345 licenses were granted, and in 
1887, before the new law wtnt into effect, there 
were 5,773 saloons in the eclty. Wholesale 
licenses were granted to 375 brewers, bottlers 
and wholesale liquor dealers. Two bundred 
and twenty-five applicants for wholesale license 
were refused. Among the most prominent of 
those refused was the Prospecl Brewing com- 
pany, Which has an extensive brewing estab- 
lishment at Eleventh and Oxford streets, and 
has beeuin business for many years. The 
value of the company’s plant was stated in 
court to be half a million dollars. 


BREAKING UP THE POOL ROOMS, 


Birmingham to Makean Effort to Enforce 
the Law. 

RiRMINGHAM,Ala., May 15.—[Special.]— The 
poolroom men will probably not go-on gat! 
ing in the shekels of the sport loving public 
untilthe supreme court can. pass on the constitu- 
tionnality ofthe anti-pool law, passed by the 
lastilegislature. So much pressure las been 
brought to bear, the city authorities haye de- 
cided to take a hand inthe matter. The 
board of aldermen met tonight and decided 
that the city must do something to enforce the 
law. Mayor Thoinpson announced that’ he 
would order the arrest tomorrow of all those 
engaged in the work of selling pools. In this 
way the rooms Will soon be broken up. A 
good many sports who went bruke on Han- 
over in the Rrooklyn handicap today will 
probaply not regret the breaking up of the 
pool rooms. 
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Collided With a Ferry Boat. 

PHILADELPHIA, May 15.—Tho ferry boat 
Peerless, plying between this city and 
Gloucester, N. J., collided with the Philadel- 
phia and Reading railroad ferry boat J. 8S. 
Schultze, this morningin Delaware river,badly 
injuring five young women passengers on the 
Schulize, and carrying away a portion of the 
latter's ladies’ cabin, Two of the injured 
virls will probably die. Nobody ou the Peer- 
less was hurt. 
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Crushed to Death. 

Detroit, May 15.—A terrible accident oc- 
curred at the Michigan Car works yesterday 
afternoon, by which one man lost his life out- 
right and three more were fatally hurt. A 
gang of laborers were unloading a carload of 
iron, when some part of the brace holding the 
load broke and several tons of iron fell on the 
men, completely burying them. Whon the 
victims were liberated Joe Benscott was dead, 
aud his three companions terribly injured. 
All are Germans and leave large families. 
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He Was Insane. 

INDIANAPOLIS, May 15.—Ferdinand Schroe- 
der, a grocer and saloon keeper, No 231 Shelby 
street, this morning cut his wife’s throat asshe 
stood with a babe in her arms, killing her in- 
stantly. Heran about 200 yards to a vacant 
lot and kneeling down, slashed his throat with 
the same razor, dying half an hour lat@r.

After hearing the report of the committee 
on the state of the church and that of the 
board of corporation, and referring them to 
committees, the convention adjourned until 
8 o’clock yesterday evening. 

THE EVENING SESSION, 

At 8.0’clock the convention reassembled and 
was called to order by the bishop, after which 
the reading of the reports of the deans of the 
different diocesan convocations was becun. 

After hearing the reports of the deans, 
the matter of the church ’s missions 
and missionaries was taken up afid discussed. 
Bishop Beckwith read a short address on the 
diocesan mission work, urging that action be 
taken toward reviving interest in this branch 
of the work. and saying that un!ess something 
was done the mission in the smaller towns 
wouid die out entirely. He stated that a 
change in the present method of carrying on 
the mission work of the church was necessary. 

Rev. H. R. Reese, of Cave Spring, read a 
lengthy report on the needs of the missionary 
field of the church, which was in accordauce 
with the views of Bishop Beckwith as ex- 
pressed in hisaddress. The report advocated an 

ENTIRE REVISION OF THE MISSION WORK 
of the diocese. 

Dr. Stringfellow, of Tuscaloosa, Ala... who 
was present, was requested, before action was 
taken on the report on missions, to address the 
convention on the methods of missionary work 
practiced by the Alabama diocese, it being a 
departure from the usual manner of conducting 
missionary work by the Episcopal church. 

Dr. Stringfellow explained the workings of 
the system in use in Alabama, and as prac- 
ticed by him in his church at Tuscaloosa. He 
said that notwithstanding reports to the con- 
rary the mission work in Alabama was in a 
most flourishing condition; that missions that 
had lapsed er failen off had been re-estab- 
lished and new ones founded, until now there 
were more Episcopal missions in the state of 
Alabama thanthere had ever been before, 
and he saw no reason why, if Georgia adopted 
the same system, she could not even eclipse 
Alabama. He said thatthe only way to get 
the laymen of a church interested in the mis- 
sion work was toget a layman at the head of 
the movement, and that was what the Ala- 
bama diocese had done. In closing he said 
that he hoped the Georgia diocese would in- 
vestigate the Alabama plan further; he was 
confident that if they adopted it, glorious re- 
sults would follow. 

After hearing fram other members on the 
subject, the convention adjourned to meet at 
nine o'clock this morning.

The Young Men's Library. 


¢ Taking all the circumstances inio consid- 


eration, the reports of the officers of the 


Young Men’s library make a very fine show- 


ing for that institution, and yet it seems to 
us that the reading public of Atlantais not. 
patronizing the library as it ought to do. 

There has been every large increase in 
the population gf the city during the past 
two years, and: unless that population is 
altogether illiterate, which certainly cannot 
be the case, the Young Men’s library ought 
to have shown a corresponding growth in 
memberehip. 

The truth is, however, that the fire which 
interfered with the library, was more far- 
reaching than might have been supposed. 
For a few weeks the library was as much 
out of sight as if it had been suppressed by 
an edict of the law, and, though its officers 
and ite members were working hard for its 
rehabilitation, the library itself was prac- 
tically destroyed so far asthe public was 
concerned, 

But it has blossomed anew, and its 
friends are more enthusiastic than ever. 
The little fire only helped it to become 
stronger, and it is now open tothe public. 

The affairs of the library have been man- 
aged faithfully, and but for the disaster of 
the fire, it would now be ina better condi 
tion than ever before.

Control of the Railroads. 

Mr. Fink, testifying before the senate 
committee on interstate commerce, said 
that in his opinion matters are drifting in 
the direction of government control of the 
railroads of this country. 

This is not only a very narrow, buta very 
superficial view. All the contro! that the 
government, either state or national, ex- 
ercises over the railroads, is to prevent them 
from discriminating in their charges and in 
their-service against individuals, communi- 
ties, states and sections. In other words, 
the government revises the plans that the 
roads, in their shortsightedness, have made 
in their own behalf and for their own profit.” 

Their has-been nothing in the history of 
business to equal the shortsighted rapacious- 
nesé With which the rallroads have dealt 
with the public, nor has there been any- 
thing equal to the facility, if not enthusi-. 
asm, With which they have fallen into line 
when they found that they were compelled 
to do so. 

‘The whole theory of state control, as ex- 
emplified in the organization of the Georgia 
railroad commission, has been to compel 
the corporations to recognize the rights of 
the public, and to make them feel that, by 
accepting the privileges conferred on them 
by their charters, they placed themselves 
under obligations to the people. 

Mr. Fink is as tender-footed in his ideas 
as are the people who believe that the com- 
binations and consolidations now going on 
among the railroad companies is opposed to 
the public welfare. -As a matter of fact, 
the railroads, so far as Georgia is concerned, 
are thoroughly under control of the law, 
and their combinations and consolidations 
can only resultin cheaper. rates, since the 
state commission, backed by the auth 
of the interstate commission, is bound 
regard allthe lines of a combination 
practically one line. 

No combination or series of combinations 
can hurt the people of Georgia, as long as 
the state commission and the interstate 
commission are in existence. These com- 
missions exercise a Control practically

BARNESLEY GARDENS. 


OLP TIME SOUTHERN HOME IN THE 
MOUNTAINS. 


The Beantiful Flowers, the Terraced Walks, 
the Grand Old Ruins of a Costly Mansion 
From the Calhoun, Ga., Times, 
Any one reading or having read that ever 
popular book, “St. Elmo,” written by that 


| gifted authoress, Mrs. Augusta Evans, hasa 
| burning desire to visitthe spot where her 


thoughts were collected and ideas advanced 
that compose the pages of this favorite work. 
Leaving the little town of Calhoun under the 
blue canopy spread overhead and the glorious 
morning rays shining forth, giving life and joy 
to all things, a select party composed of Mrs. 
Minnie Smith, Misses May, a. Mattie 
Hlaynes, Mr, Frank Wyatt and little daughter 
Mamie, Mr. Tom Whitfield and Mr. Henry 
Koff, were en route to the spot we were all 
anxiously longing to behold, and afier 
an exceedingly pleasant drive of four 
hours we hove in sight of the famous 
place, “‘Barnesleys Garden.’’ Oh, what joy! 
what pleasure awaited us, can only be imag- 
ined by those who have taken a similar trip. 
The gardens lie southwest of Calhoun, seven- 
teen miles. Situated upon the very uttermost 
point of the mountain rears the grand old 
Gothic structure eommenced in 1561 by Dr. 
Barnesley and after expending $16,000 the 
war coming upon him breaking him up, has 
never been completed, but stands today asa 
monument to a man whose energies and tastes 
will never be forgotten as long as life lasts. 
This section of Bartow county is unsurpassed 
in the salubrity of its climate, the fertility of 
its soil, and the extent, variety and value 
of its minerals. As to the healthfulness, 
the mild climate, the perfect drainage, 
the absence of swamps and marshes, the free- 
dom of the soil from stagnant waters ana ma- 
larial influences, the pure, bracing atmosphere 
—al] combine to make it a health resort sur- 
passed by no spot on the globe, On entering 
the grounds the view which meets one’s eye is 
simply enchanting. There upon the mountain 
peak stands the old Gothic three story brick 
building surmounted by atower which over- 
looks the beautiful gardens below, and the 
broad acreage of fields under fine cultivation. 
Upon arriving on the grounds we were met at 
the gate by a very. polite and accommodating 
specimen of the ebony hue, who took charge 
of our horses, relieving us from any further 
trouble in that respect.

Feeling greatly 
reireshed, we proceeded on our tour of in- 
spection, climbing three tlights of stairs up the 
mountain side, we reached the door of a very 
pretty little cottage and your humble servant, 
as spokesinan, tripped lightly to the front door, 
tapped upon it softly, andin a few minutes the 
door flew open and out peeped a beautiful 
brunette face mounted upon a lovely figure. f 
with all due respect and politeness tipped my 
hat as wellasI could under the enchantment 
of the moment, introduced myself, asking of 
the fair damsel the privilege of obtaining in- 
formation and inspecting the grounds and 
house, when ina musical voice came the an- 
swer, ‘‘with pleasure, any assistance 
I may be able to render you 
will be cheerfully given, but,” she 
remarked, ‘be very careful; the house has 
never been completed, the floors are not very 
safe in some places.’’ Thanking her in a very 
modest way for her kindness and promising 
to be very careful, we proceeded on our jour- 
ney. On entering the great iron door 
on the first floor, one  beholds' the 
unique structure of the grand edifice. 
Upon Venturing a little further you 
find the family vault immense in size. With 
reluctance we leave thejinside a mystery,never 
having been unlocked since the death of Dr. 

) Passing on we come to the library 


self. Totherightof the fire place stands a 
boukcase the Shelves of which are well filled 
with choice and interesting books of ante 
bellum days. Upon the mantle of fine white 
marble stands the old family clock ‘‘which has 
stopped short never to run again, since Dr. 
Larnesley died.”” This clock is of immense 
size, being full four feet high, and two 
fect wide, lined with gold and _bear- 
ing date 18}3, which makes it seventy-six 
years old, the works in perfect order, but 
owing toa custom of the family has not been 
opened in a number of years. The next thing 
of note isan old double barrel shotgun, the 
roperty of Colonel R. G. Earle, of whom we 
will speak later. In acloset to the left of the 
door may be found hides, horns and bones of 
different wild animals killed long before the 
war, Pistols, bowie knives, toma- 
hawks, spears, Indian arrows, etc., 
may also be found in _ this _ collec- 
tion, Passing on we ascend to the second floor: 
here we found nothing of note except an old 
time piano of odd shape, the key boards of which 
are yellow with age, the tone of which still 
enchants the soul of the weary pilgrim as he 
circlesin and out among the walls of that 
grand old Gothic structure, Nothing more of 
note to be seen here, we descended tothe 
garden to see nature’s work, assisted by 
energy and skill. The grounds are terraced, 
circling around the house. On the first 
terrace maybe found spruce pines, arbor- 
vitas, banana shrubs, South Carolina pines 
and many other species. Onthe second ter- 
race are the smaller shrubbery. On the third 
and last terrace the eye rests upon beds of 
diamond, horse shoe and heart shaped, filled 
with the more delicate flowers, aud directly 
in front of the house on this terrace stands a 
marble fountain of immense size and capacity. 

Here also is to be found a hotbed beaten by 
storms of many seasons, but still containing 
many choice plants,among which I desire 
specially to mention a very large, remarkably 
healthy rosebush, which was planted by the 
hands of Mrs. Barnesley, tenderly nursed dur- 
ing ber lifetime,and more tenderly nursed 
since her death than any other plant on the 
place. Ifere, also, may be seen a very artis- 
ically arranged fishpond, in the waters of 
which are to be seen a yery deli- 
cately tinted pink fish playing among 
the ripples of its waters; here also standsa gi- 
gantic weeping willow, nine feet in circum- 
ference. Decending to the broad carriage drive 
which surrounds the garden and house, cast- 
ing your eyes up you behold a sight almost be- 
yond nature’sown. In the rear of the mansion 
stands a beautiful cottage occupied by the sur- 
viving son of Dr. Barnesley, his sister and her 
daughter, a most genial and pleasant gentle- 
man, Whose silver locks bespeak for him 
inany years of past toil and labor. Directly in 
frontof this cottage is the crave of Colonel] R. 
G. Earle, a devoted nephew of the family who 
died in the cause of his ceuntry. Upon the 
tombstone may be seen this inscription: 

CAPT. R.G. EARLE, ~ 
“ND REG. FLA. CAVALRY,. 
c. 8. As 
NEAR THIS SPOT BY U. S. FORCES MARCH 
ist, 1564, 

After bidding the doctor and his niece a fond 
adieu thanking them for courtesies shown, we 
wended our way homeward, feeling proud of 
our visit and regretting that we could not live 
always at such a lovely place.

M. Von Sacrow was a good looking, piasaible 
talker aud claimed to be an officer in the trer- 
Iman army Withan estate and a big income. 
At the boarding house in question Miss Con- 
stable was lelieved to have a fortune of her 
own. The baron wade love,_ proposed 
was accepted and was ried with 
very little inquiry on M , 
to the truth ut 
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abroad. The wedding took place, so Mrs. Von 
Sucrow says, on September 15 last, at St. 
Pauil’s church. Baltimore, and was performed 
by the Rev. Dr. Hedges. There was also a 
civil ceremony at the city hall, Philadelphia, 
erformed by Mayor Fitler. After a brief tour 
M. de Sucrow and his wife went back to the 
Seventeenth street boarding house. The 
baron soon. discovered that he had 
married a poor girl, and she, on her 
side, was brought to realize that if he had a 


' large fortune in Germany, he had at any rate 


very little ready money with him. He told 
her a long yarn about the auger of his parents 
athis marriage, in consequence of which he 
declared his remittances had not come to hand.

Sofaras can 
be ascertained, his inquiries at the German 
embassy here have been equally fruitless. The 
men in Berlin and London whom the bogus 
baron claimed as his intimate friends have de- 
clared that they never knew him.

CHINA AND ITS PEOPLE. 
Odd Superstitions and Notions of the 
Celestials. - 
Frank G. Carpenter, 

Shanghaiis abont midway on the Pacifie 
coast between the northern and soutiliern 
boundaries of China. It is near the mouth of, 
though not on the great river, the 
Yang-tse-Kiang, which divides the em- 
pire into two equal portions, and 
which forms the great central avenue of 
trade. This is one of the greatest and 
one of the longest rivers of the world, 
and it vies with the Nile in the rich de- 
posits which it carries down from the moune 
tains of Thibet and spreads over the rich 
plains of China. Its waters where it enters 
the sea are as yellow as clay, and its contents 
are, fam told, as rth as guano.

The Chinese are fali of superstitions, and 
many cf them firmly belicve that the foreign- 
ers make medicine’ out of human beinyvs. The 
massacre at Lien-lTsin in i870, in which twen- 
ty foreigners were killed, and among thema 
number of French nuns, was caused by the 
report that the sisters were killing children 
to get their hearts and eyes for medical 
purposes, and the trouble in Corea last spring

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The Chinese themselves do not -helie ve in 
dissection and there is no body snatching here. 
They believe that the heart is the seat of 
thought, that the soul exists in the liver and 
that the gall bladder is the seat of courage, 
For this reason the gall ladders of tigers are 
eaten by soldiers to inspire them with courage. 
The Chinese doctor ranks no higher than the 
ordinary skilled workman. He gets from fid-, 
teen to twenty cents a visit and he often takes 
patients on condition that he wiil cure 
them withm ai certain time or no 
pay. Ile never secs his female pa 
Lients except behind a screen, and he does not 
pay asecond visit unless he is invited. His pay 
is called “golden thanks,” and the orthodox 
way of sending it to him is wrapped in red 
paper. The dentists iook upon pulled teeth ag 
trophies, ond they go about with necklaces of 
decayed teeth about their necks, or with them 
strung upon strings and tied to sticks. Toothe 
ache is supposed to come from a worm in the 
tooth, and there area set of female doctors 
who make a business of extracting these 
worms. When the nerve is exposed they take 
this out and callit the worm, and when not 
they use a Sleight-of-hand by which 
they make their patients believe certain 
worms, which they show them, come from 
their teeth. I have heard persons tell of 
Chinamen who claim to have had ten worms 
taken from their mouths in a single day, and I 
Saw a woman actually at work upona patientin 
the street here. Chinais as full of supersti- 
tion as the West India islands, and the people 
like to be humbugged here quite as we!l as we 
do in America.

A Namber of Damage Suits Filed in the 
City Court Yesterday. 

Suit was filed in the city court yesterday by 
Mrs. Emma L. Woodward, wife of Council~ 
man Woodward, against J. M. High for $15,- 
000 damages.
